9bvon antiquaries have always taken a great interest 

in this Scroll of Arms, for, independently of its 

value as an heraldic manuscript, and on account of 

the many references to churches in which shields 

of arms were to be found at the time of its compilation, it 

tends to show that George Carew, Eari of Totnes, in spite of 

the many occupations of his busy life, did not forget the 

county of his birth. 

There has been some confusion in the identification of 
the person whose name is connected with this manuscript. 
Some have considered that it was Sir George Carew (ctr. 
1550-1612} the diplomatist and Master of the Wards, second 
son of Thomas Carew, of. Antony, and younger brother of 
Richard, the author of the "History of Cornwall," but I 
cannot find that he took any interest either in the County 
of Devon, or in heraldic or other antiquarian pursuits. But 
with the other Sir George Carew, born 1555, knighted 
34 Feb., 1585-86, Baron Carew of Clopton, 4 May, 1605, 
and Earl of Totnes, 5 Feb^ 1625-36, it was very different. 
Although an active soldier and politician, he had considerable 
antiquarian tastes, was the Mend of Camden, Cotton and 
Bodley, a^d Sir Anthony W^doi^ calls Sir Walter Ralegh,

Sir George Carew and the Lord Grey, "very able men 
as the world had.'"^ After a voyage which, as a youth, he 
made in the ship of Sir Humphrey Gilbert, he seems to 
ha,ve had nothing to do with his native coimty, but that 
he had not forgotten it is evident from his taking the title of 
his Earldom from the Devonshire town which gives the name 
to the Archdeaconry to which his father was collated, 
28 April, 1534. Sir George Carew (particulars of whose 
life and career will be found in D. N. B., Vol. IX., pp. 51-53, 
in the various authorities quoted there, and in Prince's 
Worthies, ed. 1701, p. 204; ed. 1810, p. 168) spent much of 
his leisure time in compiling family pedigrees, and in other 
literary work, and large collections in his own handwriting still 
remain. 

In the British Museum is a folio volume [Harleian 2129] 
containing a collection of manuscripts, and at folio 191 begins 
" Sir George Carewe's Scrowl." Beyond the title, however, 
there is nothing, so far as I know at present, to connect the 
MS. with Sir George Carew. It is true that Mr. Edward Levien 
statesf that it was prepared for him, and that the manu- 
script, the only copy as far as I know in existence except 
the one I have — which is a recent transcript— is in the hand- 
writing of Thomas Challoner, Ulster King of Arms, who 
died in 1598. If this was so, it was completed before Sir 
George obtained his peerage, for its date is 1588. So much 
of the gallant knight's time having been spent in Ireland, as a 
soldier and administrator, might account for Sir George asso- 
ciating himself with the King of Arms in the compilation of 
this roll. But there is nothing to support this theory. The 
existing manuscript is a copy from the original, or a copy to 
which he had access, by Randle Holme. It is contained in a 
folio volume, entitled "Funeral Orders and Church Monu- 
ments," by R. Holme. The Carew Scroll is bound up with 
Church Notes, principally from Cheshire and Lancashire, in 
which neighbourhood Holme was specially interested. It is 
written on similar paper, with the same water-mark as the rest of 
the volume of which it forms a part, it commences part way 
down a page, and the heading " Sir George Carewe's Scrowl,"

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etc. , is squeezed into a small space. * It is, therefore, evident that 
this is a copy, and not in the writing of Ulster — whose widow» 
however, Randle Holme married — ^and so far, as I have said, 
I am unable to give any reason for connecting this Roll with 
Sir George Carew. 

It is very certain that, although there are variations, the 
compiler of "Carewe's Scrowl" had before him the earlier 
manuscript, Harleian 5871. This is also a folio volume 
containing pedigrees and descents of, among those of other 
counties, Devon families, being the Heralds* Visitations of 
1565-1574. At folio 45 commences an armorial, extending 
over 57 pages and containing 1,071 shields, all carefully 
tricked, 20 on a page. This is believed to be the earliest 
heraldic manuscript relating to Devon in existence. The 
volume has this heading : '' In this booke is conteyned a 
collection of armes of the gentlemen of Devonshire, 5* Jan^ 
1579. Joseph Holland, 1579. 21 El. R." Joseph Holland, 
was the- third son of William Holland, of Weare, by Elizabeth^ 
daughter of Richard Halse, of Kenedon. 

It is curious that in some cases the earlier manuscript is 
more correct, in others the later. In both it would seem that 
the copyist was not well acquainted with the topography of 
Devon, and often fell into error in the writing of names of 
places and churches. 

The frontispiece given is from Carew's Manuscript : " The 
armes w*^ the mantle, helme, and creste of Andrew Holland, 
of Weare, in the County of Devon, apertaine are heare sett 
fourth according unto the Seale of an auncient deede bearinge 
date 24 of Ed. 3, Anno D" 1350, w** deede remayneth in the 
custodye of the sayd Andrewe, Dom. 1588." This shield 
occupies the whole page, and the description given is in the 
same hand- writing as the rest of the manuscript. There are 
other drawings of Holland shields in the volume. The quar- 
terings are : —

In Had. MSS. 1080, the arms of Holland, of Weare, are 
given with eight quarterings, the two additional coats being :

family of Mewey or Meauy. A ninth coat is given in another 
Harleian Manuscript, Erm. a chev. sa. hetw. three wings, gu. for * 
Mewe, which is apparently an error. 

In the manustcript in many case3 the ordinaries are 
roughly drawn, as in this example : —

In some places there are little sketches of the charges. 
These are given in words, as the drawings are not worth 
reproducing, but there are a few large shields in trick, of 
which we give engravings. 

Throughout the manuscript b. is used to indicate the 
tincture blue or azure, never az. 

I have printed within square brackets [ ] with the letter 
** H." after the entries in " Carewe's Scrowl ** any variations 
or additions of value from Holland's MS., and I propose to 
add a description of all the shields given by Holland, and not 
found in Carew ; so that really the whole of the contents of 
both Manuscripts will be here printed. Some notes will 
complete the work. 

The reader will, observe that everything printed in italics 
and between brackets, is either from Holland or editorial ; all 
else is from Harleian 2129. J, Brooking Rows.

NOTES. 

2 This shield is not now to be found in Crediton church. Westcote does 
not mention it as being in Crediton church in his time. It is no 
doubt the coate of Henry Marshall, Bishop of Exeter, 1191-1203. 
Isaac gives the blazon as here, but Westcote says the lion vizsper 
fale or. and vert. It will be unnecessary in these notes to refer to the 
loss of many armories mentioned byCarew and HoIIand,which neg- 
lect and restoration, as well as " time and envey," as Westcote says, 
have wrought havoc with.aswith manyother things in our churches. 

II In Plymstock church is, or was, a panel with the arms of the Duke of 
Bedford. Novo Mercato, is James Newmarsh, whose daughter 
Isabel married Ralph Bedford, 1215-16, his father having bought 
her wardship and that of her sister. 

13 Mr. Poole's book. This is constantly referred to. It was no donbt 

the Manuscript compiled by Sir William Pole, and mentioned by 
Prince (ist ed., p. 506; 2nd ed., p. 638). It contained, Prince 
says, the coats of arms of the Devonshire gentry drawn with a 
pen, wherein is the blazon of the coat, and the names of the 
persons by whom lx>rn. 

14 Holbeton church is called Holberton by Carew, and Halberton by 

Holland. The coat is not to be found in either church now. 

15 Kennedon House, in the parish of Sherford, the ancient seat of the 

Prales, afterwards of the Hals family.

54 Jewe's Bridge. Mr. P. F. S. Amery writes me with reference to 

this : '* Jew's Bridge has always been a puzzle. Heathfield 
Station, on the Moreton Hampstead line, is situated close to the 
bridge ; it is six miles from Ashburton on the Exeter road, and 
enables the road to cross the Bovey river just before it enters the 
Teign. A eauseway connected with the bridge carries the road 
over a bad bit of bog on the Heathfield. The present bridge is 
of turnpike build, but evidently the original one of Robertus 
showed the Heathfield to be crossed, and saved several miles 
between Ashburton and Chudleigh." Mr. Powle, that is Pole, 
see No. 13. The name is spelt in various ways— Poll, Pool, 
Poole and, as here, Powle, never Pole as the modern spelling is ; 
once it is Pooley, but this is probably an error. The spelling 
seems to indicate the pronunciation at the time.

74 Fowelscombe House, in the parish of Ugborough, now the property 
of the King family. 

76 This is the coat of Dymocke of Scrivelsley, Co. Lincoln. 

Mr. C. B., who and whose books are often mentioned, is, there is 
little question, Clement Burton. He was, we learn from the 
diary of Philip Wyot, Town Clerk of Barnstaple, some time 
servant and secretary to Sir John Chichester, of Raleigh and 
Youlston. Burton lived, Wyot says, a bachelor, and was 
accounted a wise man and a good scholar, and would buy and 
have the most part of all new tK>oks made, whereby he had a 
great library. He died 12th Nov., 1593. 

79 Quite a different coate is given in the Visitations, as quartered for 
Salle or Sale, by Pyne. 

89 In the Visitation. This is the Visitation of Devon, 1564, by William 
Harvey, and references to it are numerous. 

94 This coat remains carved on the screen in Ugborough Church, but 
with three bars gemelles instead of two as here given. It impales 
Sture, and has for crest a heron's head with a snake or an eel in its 
beak, the lower part entwined about the bird's neck ; also with 
a heron on one side, and a snake (or eel) on the others, as 
supporters. 
98 This coat is quartered by Pyne for Salle. See Note to No, 79. 

105 The coat of Roll is or, on afess daneetti az. three billets of the second^ 
each charged with a lion ramfant of the field as many bezants^ 
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HI Tilley was not of Cannington. I n the Church of Cannington still remain 
the arms of ^rtni, gu, a wyvern displayed arg. in ancient glass and 
on a brass, in both impaling Pauncefoot of Compton Pauncefoot, 
Co. Somerset, viz. pcrfcss az. and gu. three fleurs de lis or. 

113 Mr. C. B. Clement Burton. See Note to No. 76. 

139 This is still on the Fitz tomb in Tavistock Church. 

150 This coate remains on the Reynell monuments at East and West 

Ogwell. 

151 The coat of Weare, with crosses crosslet fitchee instead of crosses 

crosslet, is on the Coppleston tomb in Yealmpton Church. 
197 Bawcombe, in the parish of Ugborough. 
200 The old coat of Croker in glass is gone, but the brass of Sir John 

Croker remains in the Church at Yealmpton. 

206 This coat is not now in Brixton Church. It is on the Stretchleigh 

Gould and Chudleigh monument in Ermington Church, but the 
birds there are like blackbirds or magpies. 

207 Sicles-sickles. On monuments in Comb-in-teign-head Church.

261 Tassels is an error. It should be teazels. Carew has a little draw- 

ing of the teazel.
